Output 87,435 for Week; December Production Estimated; at 
484,677, to Bring Entire Year Total to 4,543,689; Labor Situation 
Improved; November Sales Reach 222,800 Cars and 29,000 Trucks 


Production of cars and trucks rose 
slightly to 87,435 units this week, against 
a revised estimate of 86,140 last week. 
Last week’s original estimate of 92,660 
did not hold as many plants originally 
planning 4% days output stopped Thursday afternoon 
and did not reopen until the following Monday. With all 
material shortages because of strikes now cleared up, 
production this week would have reached a good rate 
had not the holiday interfered. Two plants are closed 
for inventory this week, but will reopen at full speed 
next Monday. Chevrolet speeded up a bit this week to 
turn out an estimated 26,000. Ford followed second with 
about 16,000. With the reopening of the Ford Buffalo 
plant and a new supply of material there is a chance 
that production before the end of the week may run 
above this figure. Plymouth will turn out about 8,800 
units this week and Dodge about 5,400. Oldsmobile is 
expected to run off some 4,500 jobs. Pontiac lines are 
running at a rate of about 3,700 for the short week and 
Buick about 4,900. Hudson and Terraplane combined 
should turn out approximately 2,950 units. Studebaker’s 
South Bend plant is closed for inventory this week and is 
running its Los Angeles plant only. As a result that 
company’s production for the week will fall sharply to 
200 units, all passenger cars, but will be lifted again as 
the new year opens. Packard is expected to produce 
about 2,200 units. Chrysler is holding up well and in four 
days should turn out 1,360. Nash and LaFayette sre 
showing a rise from last week and expect to produce 
1,650 jobs. De Soto is scheduled for about 1,300. Graham 
is taking inventory this week and as a result will turn 
out only 300 cars, but full production will be resumed 
next Monday. Cadillac is scheduling some 1,100 units for 
the week and Willys 1,450. Cord has its line set for 25 
jobs. Miscellaneous companies, including truck makers, 
are expected to add about 5,600 to the week’s total, to 
bring the figure to 87,435.

The estimated 500,000 units for De- 
cember, forecast at the turn of the 
month, will not be reached. Short- 
ages of material through labor 
trouble ate into the month’s output 
sufficiently to bring the estimated total to 484,677, subject 
to revision next week. This figure, however, is high 
enough to indicate that had not material shortages de- 
veloved the month’s total may have run slightly over the 
half-million units expected. The curtailment of produc- 
tion by Ford took up most of the discrepancy.

At the turn of the year ADN esti- 
mated production for 1936 would total 
4,600,000 units. Today’s production 
figures, subject to revision in this 
week’s total, put the output for the 
entire year, as of the close of this week, at 4,543,689, a

variation of less than 60,000. According to ADN’s esti- 
mated production figures Chevrolet turned out 1,308,966 
during the current year. Ford ran second with 1,075,300, 
and Plymouth third with 473,975. Fourth place went to 
Dodge with 327,895. Oldsmobile and Buick fought for 
fifth place with the latter winning out, 185,572 to 185,381. 
In the running, too, was Pontiac with 172,947. Also above 
= 100,000-mark came Hudson and Terraplane with 
30,568.

Despite press reports and the new sit-down 
strike which developed at the Cleveland 
plant of Fisher Body Monday, it is gener- 
ally felt that the whole labor situation so 
far as the automotive industry is concerned, 
is much improved over last week. The mayor of Cleveland 
has asked that workers return to their jobs not later than 
midnight Tuesday and continue negotiations while 
working. Statements to the effect that the entire General 
Motors group would be closed within 48 hours are con- 
sidered to be greatly exaggerated, and it is believed that 
agreements satisfactory to the union and various divi- 
sions of the corporation will be worked out peacefully. 
Officials at the Cleveland Fisher plant report that only 
264 workers actually took part in the sit-down Monday 
afternoon, but their action had forced a stoppage in the 
entire plant, thus throwing some 7,000 workers out of em- 
ployment. The plant makes stampings for Chevrolet. Set- 
tlement of the strike at the Kelsey-Hayes Wheel plant in 
Detroit last week coupled with settlements of various 
other minor disputes has done much to clear the picture 
for the industry as a whole. Disturbances at the Bohn 
Aluminum plants are not expected to have serious effect 
on production. Continued stalemate in the glass plants of 
the Libbey-Owens-Ford Co., and the Pittsburgh Plate 
Glass Co., hold threat in a production way should the 
stalemate continue for an indefinite period. At the pre- 
sent time it is reported that ample supplies of glass are 
available in most plants and no immediate shortage is 
anticipated. Ford is reported ready to reopen his glass 
plant at St. Paul, which has a capacity to meet require- 
ments for 1,600 cars a day. This plant, coupled with his 
glass plant at the Rouge, will be sufficient to meet the 
greater part of his requirements. Libbey-Owens-Ford Co., 
already has closed down five of its glass furnaces, but is 
keeping fire in the remainder, in hopes that some break 
will come within the next few days. President J. D. Big- 
gers of LOF told ADN Tuesday that insistence on “impos- 
sible demands” by union officials was the cause of the 
present stalemate. He declared that the company could 
not accede to the union requests for a closed shop and 
check-off of union dues by the company. Other demands 
for increased pay and bonuses, he said, would bring about 
an increase of 40 per cent above the current pay rates. 
During the past year, he added, LOF wages had been at 
the average rate of 83% cents an hour. The average pay

Passenger car registrations in Novem- 
ber, on the basis of reports from 46 
States received to date, totaled 222,800, 
according to ADN’s latest estimate. 
Last week ADN raised its estimate to 
“approximately 225,000,” based on returns from 37 states. 
Early in the month ADN looked for November registra- 
tions to total only 210,000 units, but later reports boosted 
this figure and it now appears that when the final few 
states report the total will settle at about 222,800. The 46 
states reported at the present time registered 205,026. In 
November, 1935, 220,262 passenger cars were registered, 
making an all-time high for that month. Should the 222,- 
800 estimate for November this year prove true, last 
month would have set a new high for November, despite 
early indications that it might slip below the previous 
record set last year.

Truck and commercial car registrations 
totaled about 29,000 units, according to 
estimates based on reports from 45 
states. This is unchanged from ADN’s 
projection made last week and based 
on 37 states. Registrations figures received to date give 
45 states a total of 23,700 units. The same states last year 
totaled 29,671. November truck registrations last year 
were 36,935, an all-time high for the month. November, 
this year, should go down as the third highest for the 
month, being passed by 1935 and 1929’s 33,631.

Car and truck registrations for the en- 
Car and Truck tire year 1936 are estimated by ADN at 
Sales for Year 3,903,000. Figures carried in this issue 
3,903,000 show a total to date of 3,621,577 passen- 
gér cars and trucks. Adding to this an 
expected 23,000 for states unreported for November and 
a conservative figure of 265,000 cars and trucks for De- 
cember, it appears that registrations for the entire year 
will pass the 3,903,000 mark. The 265,000 figure for De- 
cember is admittedly low, but should take in any con- 
tingencies and for the purpose of an estimate for the 
year is conservative. Such a total would put 1936 in second 
place in the industry’s history, with no close competition. 
The 4,407,263 passenger cars and trucks registered in 1929 
is indicated as a very plausible target for next year’s 
sales and from the enthusiasm of most sales managers at 
the present time the once famous boom year may then be 
only history. At the turn of 1936 high sales estimates 
regarded very skeptically by many observers but that the 
industry called its shot is now certain. Aided by con- 
tinuous business gains and increasing national income, 
sales in 1937 may easily set a new high. Inspection pro- 
grams now being advocated for many states will un- 
doubtedly aid sales to a considerable extent. Another fac- 
tor that may have some influence on lifting sales is the 
elimination of tax diversion proposed as a constitutional 
amendment for several states.
